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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Health  Committee. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  Services  of  the  County. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Midwives  Act  of  1936  came  into  operation  in  this  County  on 
31st  October,  1937.  There  was  very  close  co-operation  between  the 
Caernarvonshire  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  Council  during  the 
preliminary  stages  of  formulating  proposals  under  the  Act.  Administrative 
details  of  the  Act  wil  be  found  on  pages  68 — 74. 

It  is  very  disturbing  to  find  another  increase  in  the  Maternal  Mortality 
rate  to  one  of  the  highest  figures  yet  recorded  of  9.2  per  1,000  Live  Births. 
Following  the  extension  of  the  Maternity  Department  at  the  County  Hos- 
pital, and  the  provision  of  Pre-Natal  Clinics  staffed  by  a Specialist  Officer 
this  year,  I hope  that  the  rate  for  1938  will  be  much  lower.  The  Council 
has  recently  extended  its  provision  of  milk  in  necessitous  cases.  I am  con- 
vinced that  a high  Maternal  Mortality  rate  is  not  due  to  one  particular 
cause,  but  to  a combination  of  causes,  including  a poor  standard  if  mid- 
wifery, lack  of  adequate  treatment  during  the  pre-natal  period,  insufficient 
and  unsuitable  food  and  delay  in  booking  a midwife  or  doctor. 

Premature  Births  accounted  for  33  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year 
of  age.  I hope  that  doctors  and  midwives  will  now  make  every  endeavour 
to  encourage  the  admission  of  premature  babies  to  the  County  Hospital, 
Bangor,  where  special  facihties  are  provided  for  the  care  of  such  infants. 
A large  percentage  of  these  deaths  is  avoidable. 

Attendance  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continues  to  be  satisfactory, 
and  infants  are  regularly  visited  in  their  homes  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

The  Orthopaedic  Service  has  been  well  maintained  and  particulars 
of  cases  dealt  with  will  be  found  on  page  22.  Several  cases  of  congenital 
dislocation  of  the  hip  have  been  ascertained  in  the  last  few  years.  Of  the 
ten  now  on  the  register — all  girls — four  are  suffering  from  dislocation  of 
both  hips.  These  cases  may  be  diagnosed  at  birth,  or  at  a very  early  age, 
if  the  condition  is  carefully  looked  for.  Unfortunately,  all  the  cases,  with 
the  exception  of  three,  w^ere  attending  school  before  they  were  brought  to 
my  notice,  and  treatment  was  therefore  very  prolonged  and  painful.  All 
infants  should  be  thoroughly  examined  soon  after  birth,  so  that  all  con- 
genital conditions  might  be  adequately  treated.  Torticollis  or  Wry  Neck 
is  another  common  condition  which  requires,  but  rarely  receives,  early 
treatment. 


HOUSING. 

I have  endeavoured  to  obtain  an  accurate  record  of  housing  activities 
in  the  County  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  tables  on  page  81  are  very 
illuminating.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1937,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  report 
tjiat  there  exists  in  the  County  1501  houses  in  a state  so  dangerous  or 
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injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  1722  houses 
not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation.  These  are  appalling 
figures  and  I believe  that  the  figures  would  be  even  larger  if  a reasonably 
high  standard  of  ascertainment  was  adopted  by  every  authority. 

Two  authorities — Lleyn  and  the  now  extmct  Geirionydd  R.D, — had 
not  built  a single  house  during  the  period,  although  the  standard  of  work- 
ing class  houses  in  both  districts  is  poor.  The  Tuberculosis  death  rates 
and  other  mortality  figures  are  high  in  both  districts. 

There  is  considerable  variation  in  the  procedure  adopted  by  the 
local  Sanitary  Authorities  in  dealing  with  houses  which  are  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  All  Authorities  do  not  serve  demolition  orders,  and  I fear 
that  unfit  houses  have  been  let  to  tenants  after  they  have  been  classified 
as  unfit.  All  owners  should  be  notified  by  letter  immediately  their  houses 
are  regarded  as  unfit  by  the  Local  Authority. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  towards  providing  pure  water  supplies 
in  the  rural  areas. 

An  interesting  table  will  be  found  on  page  75,  giving  details  of  water 
analyses.  Although  54  separate  water  supplies  are  provided  by  local 
authorities,  only  68  samples  were  analysed  in  two  years.  I find  that  most 
authorities  seem  to  rest  content  after  they  have  obtained  an  initial  satis- 
factory sample  when  the  supply  is  first  put  into  service.  Several  supplies 
are  not  adequately  protected  and  are  liable  to  contamination.  Local 
authorities  incur  a very  serious  responsibihty  if  they  continue  to  supply 
water  which  is  not  free  from  the  risk  of  communicating  disease  or  affecting 
the  health  of  those  who  drink  it. 


MILK. 

Mr.  Ernest  Jones,  the  Milk  Officer,  has  written  an  interesting  report 
which  appears  on  pages  63 — -66. 

As  he  has  visited  practically  all  the  registered  cowsheds  in  the  County, 
I asked  him  to  make  some  general  references  to  the  milk  supply  in  the 
County. 

NUTRITION. 

A grant  of  £100  per  annum  is  made  to  the  Federation  of  Women’s 
Institutes,  who  again  organised  very  successful  cookery  and  nutrition 
classes  in  several  areas  in  the  County.  These  classes  are  not  provided  for 
the  members  of  the  Institute,  but  for  the  working-class  housewives.  Valu- 
able information  and  practical  demonstrations  are  given  at  the  classes. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

I am  not  satisfied  with  the  inspection  of  food  in  the  County.  The 
County  Inspectors  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  also  Inspectors  under 
the  ; — 
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Weights  and  Measures  Act. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act. 

Merchandise  Marks  Acts. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts. 

Road  Traffic  Act. 

Agricultural  Produce  (Grading  & Marking)  Act. 

Shops’  Act, 

and  their  duties  have  increased  in  the  last  few  years.  Consequently  they 
have  less  time  to  devote  to  taking  samples  of  food  and  drugs.  Samples 
taken  are  too  limited  both  in  number  and  in  variety. 

Inspection  of  food  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  Local  Authorities 
is  also  not  satisfactory  in  many  areas,  due  to  insufficient  staff.  In  the  four 
Rural  areas  there  are  89  slaughter  houses  and  only  502  visits  were  made  to 
these  by  Sr  nitary  Inspectors  in  1937.  These  figures  represent  less  than 
6 visits  per  annum  ; the  lowest  figure  being  an  average  of  two  visits  per 
annum  in  Lleyn.  Other  establishments  connected  with  the  sale  of  food 
are  not  visited  regularly  and  frequently,  as  the  table  below  demonstrates  : —

The  figures  are  taken  from  the  Report  of  the  District  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  In  view  of  the  consistently  high  mortality  statistics  in  this 
County,  it  is  time  for  action  to  be  taken  by  all  authorities.  All  Sanitary 
Inspectors  appointed  in  future  should  possess  the  Meat  Inspectors’  Certifi- 
cate. Authorit  ies  could  materially  reduce  the  amount  of  time  required  for 
meat  insfecticui  by  reducing  the  number  of  slaughter  houses  in  each  area. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Bethesda,  Llanfairfechan,  Nant  Conway, 
Ogwen,  Criccieth,  Pwllheli,  Portmadoc,  Lleyn  and  Bettws-y-coed  Sanitary 
Authorities  did  not  take  one  sample  of  milk  during  1937,  although  the 
authorities  mentioned  are  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  approximately 
616  cowsheds  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  supply  in  their  areas,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1936.  Many  farmers 
who  are  not  registered  by  Sanitary  Authorities  sell  large  quantities  of 
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milk  during  the  summer  months  to  other  producers  and  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  much  supervision  exercised  by  the  responsible  Sanitary 
Authorities.  The  County  Council  is  only  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Milk — Special  Designations  Order. 

The  dual  appointment  of  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  is  one  that 
should  be  abolished.  Because  of  the  continuous  advancements  made  in 
Sanitary  Science  it  is  impossible  for  one  individual  to  perform  both  duties 
efficiently. 


PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

The  “ Panel  ” system  of  out-door  medical  relief  has  been  further 
extended  and  now  operates  in  : —

Plans  for  a new  institution  at  Pwllheli  are  being  considered,  and  many 
improvements  have  been  made  to  the  institutions  at  Caernarvon  and 
Conway  to  still  further  increase  the  comfort  of  the  inmates.  A new  dietary 
has  also  been  introduced  recently. 

Children  at  the  Blodwel  Homes  have  been  immunised  against  Diph- 
theria, and  children  at  the  Bodfan  Mental  Home  have  been  immunised 
against  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 


CANCER. 

A slight  decrease  is  recorded  in  the  Cancer  death  rate  this  year.  Cases 
are  treated  in  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Infirmary,  Bangor,  and  in 
the  Cancer  Department  of  the  Liverpool  Hospital.  Existing  services  have 
been  maintained  at  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Infirmary,  but  the 
“ Deep  Therapy  ” apparatus  has  not  yet  been  obtained. 

BLIND  PERSONS. 

There  are  314  registered  blind  persons  in  the  County.  The  Council 
now  augment  their  income  to  at  least  15/- per  week.  Cases  are  constantly 
being  reported  to  the  Blind  Welfare  Officers,  and  several  receive  operative 
and  other  treatment  to  restore  or  improve  eyesight.  Careful  observation 
is  kept  on  those  showing  signs  of  incipient  blindness. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  are  increased  by  eight  this  year,  to  a total 
gf  155.  Notification  of  cases  has  improved  considerably  in  recent  years, 
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but  further  improvement  is  needed.  Last  year  25  cases  died  which  had 
not  been  notified. 

Examination  of  contacts  is  of  paramount  importance  in  all  Tuber- 
culosis services,  but  owing  to  other  pressing  demands  on  the  time  of  the 
staff,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  was  able  to  examine  only  167  contacts  last 
year.  I hope  the  Memorial  Association  will  be  able  to  give  their  attention 
to  this  important  part  of  their  service. 

Dr.  Emrys  Jones  and  his  staff  have  again  rendered  valuable  assistance 
to  me. 

In  my  next  report,  I propose  to  deal  fully  with  the  results  of  the 
Inquiry  into  the  Incidence  of  Tuberculosis  which  was  conducted  by  Clement 
E.  Davies,  Esq.,  K.C.,  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Coutts. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  various  Com- 
mittees for  their  continued  assistance  and  encouragement.  All  members 
of  the  Staff  have  worked  conscientiously  and  under  considerable  pressure 
during  the  year,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  loyalty  and 
co-operation.

Teas  and  other  entertainments  have  been  held  at  Headquarters  and 
other  centres  through  the  kindness  of  private  individuals  or  philanthropic 
institutions.

The  Library  has  been  well  patronised  and  periodicals  which  are  posted  direct 
to  the  homes,  are  keenly  appreciated. 

Upwards  of  160  Unemployable  and  other  Necessitous  Cases  receive 
weekly  grants  from  Headquarters  under  the  County  Council  scheme.

I beg  to  aubmit  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  Biological  Sampling 
of  milk  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  other  work  performed  by  me  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1930,  and  the  Milk-in-Schools  Scheme, 
for  the  year  1937. 

Samples  of  milk  for  Biological  examination  are  taken  twice  a year 
from  all  Registered  producers  in  the  County,  including  Tuberculin  Tested 
and  Accredited  Producers.  Where  Accredited  and  Ordinary  producers 
supply  milk  to  schools  under  the  Milk-in-Schools  Scheme,  samples  are 
taken  from  those  producers  every  two  months,  i.e.,  0 samples  per  annum. 

During  the  year  1937,  1270  samples  of  milk  were  taken  representing 
669  producers. 

Out  of  the  above  number  1249  were  reported  to  be  negative  to  the 
Biological  Test  and  21  positive  to  the  test. 

On  following  up  the  positive  results  by  the  County’s  part  time  Veter- 
onary  Surgeons,  12  cows  giving  Tubercular  milk  were  traced  and  slaughtered 
under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Order,  1925,  the  remaining  9 were 
not  traced.  One  difficulty  experienced  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  in 
tracing  the  offending  cows  is  that  a cow  (or  cows)  has  been  removed  from  the 
herd  since  the  original  bulk  sample  was  taken. 

Samples  of  milk  for  Biological  examination  are  taken  at  the  farm, 
either  during  or  immediately  after  the  process  of  milking,  this  gives  me 
every  opportunity  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  the  general  condition  of  the 
premises,  and  the  cleanliness  of  their  methods. 

I notice  that  progress  is  gradually  being  made  towards  the  production 
of  a cleaner  milk,  but  there  still  remains  room  for  improvement.  It  is 
difficult  to  convince  some  producers  that  the  production  of  a clean  milk 
mainly  depends  upon  common  sense  and  cleanliness  and  that  without 
these,  the  provision  of  properly  designed  buildings  and  expensive  equipment 
can  be  of  little  avail. 


I feel  that  the  majority  of  milk  producers  define  clean  milk  as  “ that 
which  is  free  from  all  visible  dirt,”  and  it  is  difficult  to  impress  upon  them 
the  difference  between  visible  and  invisible  dirt,  i.e.,  too  much  stress  is 
placed  upon  the  straining  of  milk,  when  more  attention  to  detail  could  be 
paid  in  the  cowshed.  It  is  nothing  unusual  to  see  milk  being  strained  two 
find  three  times,  the  strainers  having  two  or  three  layers  of  muslin  tied  on 
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them,  in  some  cases  making  the  milk  worse  than  at  the  start.  The  muslin 
is  then  washed  in  hot  water,  and  is  allowed  to  dry  so  as  to  be  ready  to  be 
used  again.  Very  few  realise  that  before  muslin  can  be  efficiently  sterilised 
it  must  be  boiled.  Yet  after  ?dl  the  above  trouble  Avith  straining,  it  is 
iiothing  unusual  to  see  them  milking  without  having  the  cows’  udders 
washed,  or  if  washed,  dried  with  any  old  piece  of  rag,  or  the  practice  of 
wet  milking  is  carried  on,  or  milking  with  hands  that  are  not  too  clean. 

It  would  also  be  an  improvement  and  a great  help  if  the  long  hairs  on 
the  flanks,  tails  and  udder  of  the  cows  were  kept  short.  This  would  facili- 
tate farmers  in  keeping  the  hind  quarters  of  the  animals  clean  during  the 
winter  months,  when  the  cows  are  kept  inside  practically  the  whole  time, 
and  especially  in  cases  where  the  cowsheds  are  not  too  good. 

There  is  evidence  of  continued  progress  being  made  in  the  housing 
of  the  animals,  and  a number  of  shippons  and  dairies  have  been  recently 
remodelled  in  this  county,  but  there  still  remains  a good  number  which 
is  below  a “ reasonable  standard,”  and  the  lack  of  proper  outside  dairy 
accommodation  is  general  throughout  the  County. 

As  the  majority  of  farms  in  this  County  belong  to  LandoAvners,  and 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  places  the  onus  on  the  producer,  great 
difficulty  is  experienced  by  the  Local  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  having  altera- 
tions to  premises  carried  out. 

The  same  obstacle  is  experienced  by  myself  with  regard  to  farmers 
anxious  to  apply  for  licences  to  produce  one  of  the  Designated  Milks. 
I am  continually  called  to  discuss  the  scheme  Avith  producers,  but  after 
an  inspection  of  the  premises,  and  the  necessary  alterations  set  out,  either 
the  farmer  himself  cannot  do  the  work,  or  the  Estate  refuses  to  do  it  for 
him,  the  matter  is  then  left  in  abeyance. 

The  above  mentioned  difficulties,  together  with  the  lack  of  water 
supply,  hinders  the  production  of  a higher  standard  of  milk  production  and 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  designated  licences  in  this  County.  I am 
afraid  that  some  Local  Authorities  are  reluctant  to  allow  farmers  to  con- 
nect their  shippons  on  to  their  water  mains. 

I would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  following  practices,  which  appear 
to  be  on  the  increase  in  this  County  especially  Nos.  3 and  4. 

1.  The  carriage  of  root  crops  and  farm  produce  in  milk  floats  at  the 

same  time  as  milk  is  delivered. 

2.  The  collection  of  scrap  food,  stale  loafs,  bread  crusts,  etc.,  from 

customers  when  delivering  milk. 

3.  Bottling  milk  on  the  streets. 

4.  Bottling  and  Selling  milk  in  other  producers  bottles. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936. 

Under  the  above  Order,  I regularly  visit  farms  of  licence  holders, 
and  have  found  the  conditions  to  be  satisfactory  except  in  one  or  two 
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isolated  cases  when  I had  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  producer  to  the  un- 
satisfactory condition  of  his  cowsheds.  (Separate  reports  have  been  made 
on  the  above  cases). 

1(51  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  taken  for  Bacteriological 
examination,  30  of  which  failed  to  pass  the  required  tests. 

148  samples  of  Accredited  milk  were  take  for  Bacteriological  examina- 
tion, 26  of  which  failed  to  pass  the  required  tests.

Samples  of  milk  for  Biological  examination  are  taken  twice  a year 
from  all  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  Producers  and  an  additional 
four  samples  a year  from  Accredited  Producers  who  supply  milk  to  schools 
under  the  Milk-in-Schools  Scheme. 


Out  of  the  above  samples,  one  was  reported  positive  from  a Tuberculin 
Tested  herd,  and  one  positive  result  from  an  Accredited  Herd. 


In  both  cases  the  offending  cow  was  traced  and  slaughtered  under  the 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Order,  1925. 

MILK-IN-SCHOOLS  SCHEME. 

During  the  year  a large  number  of  farmers  were  interviewed  and 
their  premises  inspected,  with  a view  to  obtaining  suppliers  of  milk  to  some 
of  the  Rural  Schools,  under  the  above  scheme,  but  the  response  was  dis- 
appointing. Suitable  producers  were  not  anxious  to  supply  the  schools 
because  of  the  extra  work  involved,  and  the  difference  in  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board’s  price  for  school  milk,  and  that  of  retailed  milk. 


I am  indebted  to  all  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  readily  supplying 
me  with  all  requested  information,  and  for  accompanying  me  round  their 
respective  areas  to  show  me  the  position  of  the  various  farms.

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MIDWIVES  ACT,  1936. 

Heads  of  Agreement  in  pursuance  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  for 
the  provision  of  a domiciliary  service  of  salaried  midwives,  made  the 

day  of  1937,  between  the  County 

Council  of  the  Administrative  County  of  Caernarvon,  having  their 
offices  at  Shirehall  Street  in  the  town  and  county  of  Caernarvon  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  “ the  Council  ”)  and  the  Caernarvon  County  Nursing 
Association  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  “ the  County  Association  ”)  and  the 
District  Nursing  Associations  named  in  the  first  column  of  the  First 
Schedule  (acting  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  this  Agreement  by  the 
County  Association  and  hereinafter  collectively  referred  to  as  “ the  Dis- 
trict Associations  ”). 

1.  Each  of  the  District  Associations  undertakes  to  employ  for  the 
area  indicated  in  the  second  column  of  the  said  Schedule  opposite  to  its  name 
the  number  of  certified  midwives  specified  in  relation  thereto  in  the  third 
column  of  the  Schedule. 

2.  The  County  Council  undertakes  to  employ  two  whole-time  Relief 
District  midwives  to  provide  for  the  temporary  replacement  of  such  of  the 
mid  wives  provided  under  Clause  ( 1 ) as  may  from  time  to  time  be  rendered 
imavailable  for  service. 

3.  The  County  Association  and  the  District  Associations  will  make 
such  arrangements  as  wiU  secure  so  far  as  practicable,  that  the  number  of 
midwives  specified  in  the  First  Schedule  in  relation  to  any  area  are  always 
available  for  service  in  that  area. 

4.  The  midwives  provided  under  this  Agreement,  with  the  exception 
of  two  whole-time  Relief  District  Midwives  employed  by  the  County  Council, 
shall  be  the  whole-time  servants  of  the  County  Association  or  the  District 
Association,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  employs  them. 

5.  The  midwives  so  employed  shall  be  available  for  attendance  on 
women  in  their  own  homes  either  as  midwives,  or,  if  a doctor  is  engaged 
for  the  confinement,  as  maternity  nurses  in  childbirth  and  from  time  to  time 
thereafter  during  a period  not  less  than  the  lying-in  period  as  defined  in  the 
rules  for  the  time  being  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

6.  The  Salaries  and  other  emoluments  paid  to  the  midwives  so  em- 
ployed shall  be  those  specified  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereto,  and  the  fees 
charged  for  their  services  as  mid  wives  and  maternity  nurses  respectively 
shall  not  exceed  those  specified  in  the  Third  Schedule  hereto. 

7.  The  County  Association  and  the  several  District  Associations  shall 
supply  the  Council  with  a list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  midwives 
employed  by  them  in  pursuance  of  this  Agreement,  and  shall  forthwith 
inform  the  Council  of  any  change  in  the  list. 

8.  The  County  Association  and  the  several  District  Associations  shall 
keep  records  of  the  cases  attended  by  the  Midwives  employed  by  them  in 


pursuance  of  this  Agreement,  and  of  the  numbers  of  their  attendances  in 
each  case,  distinguishing  between  attendances  as  midw  ives  and  attendances 
as  maternity  nurses. 

9.  The  County  Association  and  the  several  District  Associations  shall 
supply  the  Council  wdth  such  financial  and  other  returns  as  the  Council  may 
reasonably  require,  including  a copy  of  the  audited  annual  accounts  of  the 
Association,  and  the  records  kept  by  the  County  Association  and  the  Dis- 
trict Associations  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  Council,  or  by  any  other  officer  of  the  Council  specially 
authorised  for  that  purpose. 

10.  The  Council  undertakes  during  the  currency  of  thi^  Agreement  to 
pay  to  the  ( ounty  Association  the  sum  of  £1000  per  annum  in  addition  to 
the  annual  sums  not  exceeding  those  specified  in  the  Fourth  Schedule 
hereto,  such  payments  to  be  made  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1st  day  of  July, 
1st  day  of  October  and  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year,  and  the  County 
Association  undertakes  to  pay  out  of  the  said  sums  to  each  of  the  District 
Associations  such  amounts  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  Council  and 
the  County  Association. 

11.  The  County  Council  and  the  County  Nursing  Association  shall 
each  be  responsible  for  50%  of  the  cost  of  providing  10  motor  cars  for  use 
in  the  Coimty  during  the  next  fiv  years,  the  cars  to  be  supplied  at  the  rate 
of  tw^o  per  annum,  this  grant  to  be  subject  to  review^  at  the  end  of  the  first 
and  second  year.  A provision  of  £150  per  annum  is  also  made  for  securing 
transport  facilities  in  areas  where  cars  are  not  provided  by  the  Council,  and 
the  County  Nursing  Association,  as  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  paragraph. 

12.  A maximum  number  of  35  telephones  shall  be  provided  at  a 
total  cost  to  the  County  Council  of  not  exceeding  £140  per  annum. 

13.  The  County  Association  and  each  of  the  District  Associations  agree 
w ith  the  Council  that  : — 

(i)  Any  difference  or  dispute  between  any  of  the  parties  arising 
out  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  referrred  to  a single  arbitrator  appointed 
by  agreement  betw^een  the  parties,  or,  in  default  of  agreement,  by  the 
Minister  of  Health,  and 

(ii)  This  Agreement  shall  have  effect  as  from  the  Thirty-first  day 
of  October,  1937,  and  shall  continue  in  force  as  respects  each  of  the 
areas  mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule,  subject  to  any  variations 
which  may  be  agreed  between  the  Council,  the  County  Association 
and  the  District  Association  for  that  area,  until  it  is  determined,  either 
by  agreement  between  the  said  parties,  or  by  not  less  than  six  months’ 
notice  in  writing,  terminating  on  the  Thirty-first  day  of  March  in 
any  year  given  with  the  consent  of  the  Minister  by  any  one  of  the 
said  parties,

In  view  of  this,  it  is  considered  advisable  to  fix  a standard  cash  salary  for 
each  Nurse. 

UNIFORM  will  be  provided  to  the  value  of  £H  annually  for  the  above 
Midwives,  except  the  Relief  District  Midwives,  who  are  granted  an  allowance 
of  ;^10  per  annum  for  uniform.
